tcSS flffi^ Mbin the early part of the coinin g year. On a ph asing out schedule, 
many of the Departments, Including Neurolo g y, are to com mence moving pf 
facilities and personnel starting J anuar y ! 9 59. You can no t imagine the chaos 
and turmoil already in progr ess. Forall intent and purpo se, I would say that 
any productive work would not be forthcoming for the next two, if not three , 
years. 


Since the completion of the new medical school is behind schedule, it 
would be difficult to predict when adequate spac e w ill be available for all the 
different departments. It has already been determined that doubling up of both 
research and clinic space will be the order of the day.

results from a tick bite, and is characterized by ascending flacc id 
paralysis of the musculature. Removal of the tick is usually followed 
by complete and rapier Spontaneous recovery. The etiology of tick 
paralysi s re main s obscure. The disease is believed to result from 
the inoculation of some unidentified tick-generated, toxic substance 

which appears to be neurot ro pier

As a by-product of Project Naomi, a sizeable amount of this 
neurotropic^ toxie^ substance is being isolated.

As a result of preliminary investigations carried out within 
MKULTRA Subproject 57 (terminated 31 May 1957), it was found that 
the parenteral administrat ion of fatt y acids-induced-a state of uncon- 
sciousness in smallCthimals which when examined by electroencephalo- * 
gram techniques burned out to be similar to ordinary'sleep. The 
length of narcosis varied w ith the dose of th e fatty acid administe red.

In the absence of a pharmacological 
definition of slee p, evaluation of sedative ac tion has been conducted 
at different levels of thisstate, rangin g from sleep itself to hypnosis, 
and even to general anesthesia.
